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BEST IN THE WORLD 
Notwithstanding the many jibes 
to which it is subjected, our Congres- 
sional] record places daily before the 
people of the country a more complete 
and “convenient transcript of national 
‘legislative proceedings than is provided 
for the perusal of the people of any 
eter country. The British parliamen- 
RY ‘record is almost exclusively a rec- 
of: debates, with no record of the 
aed taken on bills. There is no list 
of the billss mtroduced, no publication 
of ‘conference reports, no list of execu- 
tive documents transmitted to the leg- 
islative body. The French record made 
available for public reading is fairly! 
comparable with ours in most respects 
and — thay be even superior in some. It 
is HOt so convenient for general use, as 
the debates of the two “chambers are 
published separately and the leaves are 
not stitched, so that the handling is 
difficult, and filing even more so. In 
Great Britain also, the debates of the 
two houses are published separately— 

a plan not so convenient as ours. 
_. The French records of debates has 
One feature that adds to its usefulness 
‘At the opening of the report of the 
debate in each chamber there is given 
@ summary of the day’s proceedings in 
brief, setting forth the different sub- 
jects” under consideration. A_ reader 
can quickly scan the contents and more 
easily find what he wants or ascertain 
whether there is any subject in which 
he has a pafticular interest. The dif- 
feftent subjecfs noted in that summary 
are numbered, and corresponding num- 

efs appear in the text matter. 

The British record of debates has 
‘two features that would probably. com- 


ment ‘it to many Americans. Because . 


of the small quantity of material it is 
printed i in a pamphlet with pages about 
the size of the ordinary government 
document in this country, whereas our 
Congressional Record has very large 
pages. The advantage in the form of 
the: pamphlet is more than counter-bal- 
anced by the inconvenience of having 
the tecords ‘published separately. An- 
other feature of the British record is 
that where a member’s speech is car- 
ried over from one page to another, the 
member’s name appears at the top, so 
that the reader can easily see who the 
speaker was. without turning back to* 
the previous ‘page. 

Our Congressional Record -con- 
tains several’ features not: known _else- 
where. One of these. is the publication 
of speeches not actually delivered on 
the floor. Héte, as in other countries, 
there is not time for all who wish to 
speak. In this country; the difficulty has’ 
been met by granting in the, House of 
Representatives, what is known as the 
‘leave to print” or to extend’ remarks 
in tht Record. This, a member. is given 
opportunity to express his views offi- 
cially and make them available for his 
constituents. This privilege. is practi- 
cally as valuable as the right to talk on 
the floor, for in a large proportion of 
instances, a man talks chiefly to empty 
Benches unless the importance of the 
Subject or his reputation at an ‘orator
